ACQUITTAL OF MOLINEUX. 


Pittsburg, 'Nov. 12—This morning's 


j Dispatch says editorially of the Molin- 
eux verdict: 


After four years in prison, two spent 


under sentence of death Roland Mol- 
ineux was acquitted by a jury in 13 
minutes. The original trial consumed 
weeks and cost thousands. Much of 
the expense went to pay handwriting 
experts, so-called, who, equally posi- 
tive upon either side, merely served 
to complicate the case. The widest 
latitude was permitted lawyers and 
v/itnesses and the issue was fought 
with every weapon that the ingenuity 
of the counsel could devise. Yet alter 
the prisoner had been convicted and 
sentenced the Superior Court found 
cause for granting a new trial in this 
very prolixity of testimony, much of 
it irrelevant or supositious. The pres- 
ent trial has been conducted upon 
vastly 
different lines. The Judge, a 


country jurist of the old school, with 
no patience for the forensic hypothe- 
ses of the metropolitan bar, trained in 
a school which held the rules of evi- 
dence to be adamant, confined the pro- 
ceedings to relevancy, ruled out sup- 
position and expedited the hearing so 
skillfully that when the case was sub- 
mitted to the jury they were able to 
return a verdict within a quarter of 
an hour. The moral far New York is 
obvious. It will be surprising if, as a 
result of the ruling of the Appellate 
Court and the example set by Judge 
Lambert, justice is not hereafter ad- 
ministered in the metropolis with the 
same expedition as elsewhere.

A merciful way to kill a ho? is to 


strike it in the head with a suitable im- 
plement, producing stupor, then in- 
stantly use the sticking knife. 
This 


causes instant death. An animal suf- 
fers more from fear than it does from 
death itself. A neat, unobjectionable 
method is to drop the open side of a 
suitable long, narrow box clown over 
the animal and then turn box and ani- 
mal upside down, when the knife can 
do its work and the box be righted 
again, that the hog can bleed out prop- 
erly. Humane men will be apt to pur- 
sue one of these better methods. In- 
deed, many of them do now, but if 
they will not they should be thoughtful 
enough to have children absent from 
hog killing that no evil be done by bad 
example.—Practical Farmer.

Testing? Wheat Varieties. 


The Ohio experiment station during 


the past ten years has tested thirty- 
four differently named varieties of 
wheat. The Penquite's Vehet Chaff 
is used as a standard by which to test 
'the yield, and every third plot is sown 
with that, and as the yield rises above 
or falls below that the productiveness 
and the value are estimated. During 
the ten years' test the Mealy has made 
the best showing, having had an aver- 
age 5'ield of four and an eighth bush- 
els per acre greater than the Velvet 
Chaff. 
The Poole, Red Russian and 


Harvest King are decided to be the 
same variety, and they have ranged 
from three and one-thirteenth to three 
and three-quarter bushels better than 
the Velvet Chaff, the Gypsy three and 
three-quarter bushels better and Early 
Ripe three and a half bushels better 
than Velvet Chaff. Yet they class 
the Poole next to the Mealy, perhaps 
because it has been longer tested or 
because it stands up better than the 
Gypsy or Early Ripe. 


A Hist to t&e V»~ise. 


How deep is the manure in the feed 


lot? But you can't tell until it rains 
and you have to carry some rocks and 
place them three or four feet apart 
from the gate to the barn door. TMs 
is as it is on hundreds of farms, but 
not as it ought to be. If the feed lot 
is on a hillside, heavy rains may "wash 
this manure away and deposit it in 
the ravine at tut? foot of the slope, 
thus leaving the lot comparatively 
clean. This saves the labor of hauling 
it out and spreading it on the field- 
There is another saving connected 
•with this disposition of the manure. 
The field crops will be much lighter to 
haul and will require less house room 
for storage, and the part that will 
have to be sold for cash'to pay state 
and county taxes will bring less mon- 
ey, and "money is the root of all evil,"' 
you know.—Farm end Ranch. 


Asfsarasus. 


It is not many years since we first 


saw the Palmetto asparagus roots ad- 
vertised, but they sell now as cheaply 
as the older varieties and are claimed 
to have two advantages. 
They are 


propably the earliest or first to send 
up stalks of market size in the spring. 
and they are said to be not rust proof, 
but less subject to rust than the others. 
Those who intend to set plants or sow 
the seed next spring will do well to 
try this variety.—American Cultivator.

[ASHIXGTON, Nov. 10.—Is Wash- 


ington to become the social cap- 
ital of the nation? Such are the 
indications. 


While the city always has been the 


center of great social activity by reason 
of the social distinction of the people 
connected with the administration of 
government in its various departments 
It "has in the last few years been at- 
tracting many people of great wealth 
and prominence in society not connect- 
ed with the government. 


This tendency is now more noticeab'le 


than ever before, and the indications 
for the coming season are that the col-

ony of fashionable folk will be greatly 
increased. 
Many rich New Yorkers 


are coming here, and the seat of fash- 
ion" is likely to be "transferred from 
fifth avenue to Dupont circle, for the 
season at least Whether the "smart 
set" will make its permanent winter 


. home here remains to be seen, but it is 


not unlikely. The wave of wealth and 
fashion which for some years has been 
landing in the metropolis multimillion- 
aires from all over the country seems 
to be receding, and the tendency is 
now to seek other habitation. 
It is, 


therefore, not unnatural that Washing- 
ton, the most beautiful and artistic 
city on this continent, should become 
society's winter capital, as Newport is 
its summer seat 


A notable group of newcomers likely 


to take front rank in Washington so- 
ciety the coming season are the three 
Wilson sisters, Mrs. Ogden Goelet and 
Mrs. Cornelius Vauderbilt Jr., of New 


- ITork, and Mrs. Michael Herbert, wife 


of the new British ambassador to the 
United States. They form a social com- 
bination that can hardly be equaled. 


Mrs. Herbert is known as a woman 


of great tact and many accomplish- 
ments. Her husband, who comes .of a 
lineage among the best in England, be- 


' came British charge d'affaires at Wash- 


ington through Lord Sackville West's 
terrible blunder and has since ad- 
vanced steadily in the diplomatic field, 
while his wife has kept even pace with 
him in social distinction. . 


Mrs. Goelet is the widow of Ogden 


Goelet, who, as favorite heir of Peter 
Goelet, came in for a large share of a 
$25,000,000 estate shortly after his mar- 
riage. 


The union of the younger sister and 


Cornelius -Vanderbilt, despite his fa- 
ther's opposition, is still fresh in the 
public mind. Her social triumphs are 
EO recent and have been so widely 


f heralded as not to require enumeration. 
"Among the most notable of these was 
her entertainment of Prince Henry of 
Prussia. 


Another New York woman of social 


prominence who has lately come to 
Washington to make her home is Mrs. 
Van Rensselaer Cruger, known to the 
literary world as Julien Gordon and 
to her neighbors as the Princess. 


She would not be Julien Gordon did 


she not surround herself with a roman- 
tic atmosphere, so that when Mrs. Cru- 
ger came to Washington last fall in- 
stead of selecting a house in the fash- 
ionable portion of the city she chose a 
shabby old mansion on the corner of 
Twenty-fifth and K streets. It was 
weather beaten and worn and quite for- 
lorn in its aspect but it had a history. 


The house and its garden belong to 


the eld Peters estate, and this old man- 
sion was the first British legation in 
the capital. It is over 100 years old, 
and-within its walls many a scene of 
diplomatic and social interest has been 
enacted, for in its day it had no supe- 
rior in the splendor and elegance of the 
entertainments which went on under 
its roof. A memory of those old days 
seems to cling to it still. 


Prominent among those not in Wash- 


ington official life who have established 
homes here is Thomas F. Walsh, the 
Colorado mining king, who is worth at 
least $50,000,000. Besides being the 
possessor of these millions Mr. Walsh 
has become a famous man of the 
world and is known on two continents 
as the most hospitable and lavish of 


tertainment t!ie conversation naturally 
rurned to nuance. 


The king said he was making only 


(bout 3 per cent on his Investments. 
Mr. Walsh, in un easy, graceful man- 
ner, said he was always sure of 10 per 
rent on his investments. From 100 to 
200 per cent would have been more ac- 
curate; he probably did not want to 
paralyze the king at one sitting, and so 
fut his profits at 10 per cent. 


The king referred to his mines in the 


Kongo country, from which he was get- 
ting little revenue, and suggested that 
Mr. Walsh go down there and investi- 
gate and develop the property in good 
American style. While Mr. Walsh did 
not go there himself, he entered into a 
business arrangement with the king 
und sont trusted experts to size up the 
mines and their value. So it was that 
a European monarch became a side 
partner of the Colorado miner. 


Mr. -Walsh insists that he does not 


care for society, but that whatever he 
does in this direction is for the sake of 
his wife and daughter, of whom he 
is very fond and proud. It delights 
him to see them leaders i:i the social 
world. ll:s wife, by the way, was a 
pretty Wisconsin girl, with whom he 
fell in love and married when he was 
a poor man. As he grew wealthy and 
her social life widened she was equal 
to every emergency; in fact, she be- 
came a social leader, and when those 
$40,000 dinners were given in Europe 
she was the queen of the hour, fasci- 
nating, brilliant and overflowing with 
kindness and hospitality. 


Mr. Walsh is now building as his 


permanent Washington home a light 
stone palace ou the west Massachu- 
setts spoke of the Dupont circle, which 
is becoming the hub of wealth arid 
fashion. 
It will when completed be 


a close rival of the majestic winter 
palace of Levi Z. Loiter, the Chicago 
merchant prince and father of the 
vicereine of India. 


The Leiter castle, which is oh the 


opposite spoke of the Dupont wheel 
from the mansion of Senator Clark of 
Montana, was built of Milwaukee 
cream colored brick, every brick, it is 
said, being handmade and coming into 
Washington in a separate wrapping of 
paper. 
The Leiters, who have made 


their home here for some years, have 
become one of the most prominent 
nonofficial families of the national 
capital. 
Society will not however, 


have an opportunity to enjoy their 
brilliant entertainments the coming 
season, as Mrs. Leiter and Miss Daisy 
Leiter have gone to India to attend 
the Delhi durbar as the guests of the 
viceroy and vicereine. 
Mrs. Leiter 


carried with her the most elaborate 
wardrobe owned by any American 
woman. Even among the costly regal 
robes of the Princess of India, it will 
scarcely be surpassed for splendor. 
Her jewels are unsurpassed by those 
of any American woman, one rope of 
rubies alone being1 worth hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. To this are added 
five diamond necklaces and long ropes 
of pearls, with a dozen diamond 
brooches and pendants and a coronet 
of diamonds and other rare jewels of 
fabulous value. 
Mrs. Leiter owns 


several lace gowns that have occupied 
years of the lives of lacemakers, and 
a white satin gown embroidered in 
jewels. 
Her other laces are worth 


several hundred thousand dollars. 


Miss Daisy Leiter spent two years in 


India with Lady Curzon and became 
famed for her beauty and brilliant rid- 
big. Mrs. Leiter will return to Amer- 
ica in February or March, but Miss 
Leiter will remain abroad for some 
time. 


Another Chicago millionaire whose 


home will be on the Dupont circle is 
Robert Wilson Patterson, who suc- 
ceeded the late Joseph Medill as editor 
in chief of the Chicago Tribune and 
whose wife is Elinor Medill. daugh- 
ter of the distinguished journalist. Mr. 
Patterson is building a magnificent 
white marble palace, which will be fin- 
ished in time for the coming gay sea- 
son. 


George Westinghouse, the Pittsburg 


airbrake king, has lately acquired for 
his wife the Elaine property, obliquely 
across the Dupont circle from the Lei- 
ter mansion.

An a Preliminary to Bin Execution 


He Had !{!• Winning* DUtrlltutfd 
Aatuuif the Bleinbera of the Sijnud 
That Shot Hint to Death. 
"It Is a curious fact," said a mem- 


ber of Company A. Third Maryland, 
"that military execution had a peculiar 
fascination for men who were daily 
accustomed to see hundreds slain In 
battle. Men who shovel a breastwork 
In on a trench full of slain comrades 
and chew hardtack "or eat salt pork 
while at the job with a callousness 
which only such frequent scenes or oc- 
currences would make possible in the 
human heart became peculiarly sensi- 
tive and alive to the solemn parade 
and formalities of a military execution. 


"In our regiment we had a private 


soldier sentenced to be shot for desert- 
ing to tiie enemy. 
His name was 


Thompson, and he belonged to Com- 
pany K. This man Thompson had de- 
serted off vedette post one night aud 
some two months afterward came into 
our lines, where members of his own 
company happened to be on picket 
duty. Thompson did not calculate on 
this. His idea in coming in was to sur- 
render as a Confederate soldier and be 
sent north. It happened near to the 
Weldon railroad, where our division of 
«the Ninth corps was then posted. Of 
course, on being recognized, he,was 
taken to headquarters, and a court 
martial was immediately convened. It 
leaked out somehow that Thompson 
was not the humble soldier he seemed, 
but a Confederate officer and spy. He 
had been an officer in the United States 
navy before the war. He resigned aud 
went south, where he secured the com- 
mission of colonel of infantry. 


"Being a Marylander of family, ef- 


forts \vere made to save his lif e, but in 
a quiet way, as his relatives feared to 
disclose his real identity for fear he 
would be hanged as a spy instead of 
shot as a deserter. Friday, the day 
set for execution in the Army of the 
Potomac, caine around too soon for 
Thompson and his relatives. The night 
previous he had been informed that all 
efforts had failed at Washington. 
I 


was on guard duty over him, and my 
brother was one of the detail of twelve 
men selected as the firing squad. My 
brother didn't like the job, and came 
to the tent where I was on guard to 
consult with me how to get out of it. 
Thompson overheard our conversation, 
and, knowing my brother by name, he 
broke in: 'Say. Tip, you must not back 
out I want you in the squad, as I 
know you are a dead shot and will 
save me from the sergeant* 


"It was the practice for the sergeant 


if the firing squad failed to kill the 
doomed man with a volley to place the 
muzzle of bis rifle against the temple 
of the prisoner and blow out his brains. 


"After Tip had consented the oflicer 


of the guard permitted us to play cards 
with the prisoner. 
He had a roll of 


bills, and'we were soon in a stiff poker 
game. Two guards, including myself, 
my brother. Tip and Thompson, com- 
posed the quartet. 
We played until 


gray dayb'ght and Thompson skinned 
the party of every dollar. 
He had 


phenomenal luck and watched the 
game closely. 


"In the afternoon he was to die, and 


about noon be asked to see the lieuten- 
ant of the firing squad. Handing the 
officer |500, he asked him to divide it 
equally among the men detailed to 
shoot him. 


"The division was drawn up and 


formed three sides of a square, the 
fourth side being open, where the grave 
of Thompson was freshly dug. 
The 


band played the dead march in 'Saul,' 
and Thompson, at the head of the fir- 
ing squad, marched around the three 
sides of the square, with the coffin in 
which be was to be inclosed carried im- 
mediately behind him. Beaching* the 
open space, the coffin was set down. 
Thompson seated himself on the end of 
it facing the firing squad, about twelve 
paces distant The death warrant was 
read, and the chaplain tied his hand- 
kerchief over the prisoner's eyes. I 
watched Thompson, curious to note if

Some Which Bare Been and Some 


Which May Be I<o*t to View. 


The world, we have been assured 


time and again, knows nothing of its 
greatest men. Perhaps it is equally ig- 
norant about its greatest books. Are 
we quite sure that the idols in our lit- 
erary pantheon are arrayed in their 
due order of precedence? The'rules of 
precedence ^change, and who shall as- 
sert that those prevalent at any given 
time are the final ones? But above 
all, are we quite certain that there may 
not be a notable work of genius lying 
unnoticed and unknown amid the 
wrecks of the river of time, waiting 
only for some lucky accident that shall 
reveal it in all its beauty to an aston- 
ished world? 


Such accidents with such results have 


been frequent in the history of the 
past Indeed such accidents have pre- 
served or have revealed to the world 
no insignificant proportion of its now 
acknowledged masterpieces. 


The books of the Bible themselves 


have experienced the narrowest es- 
capes from what might have resulted 
In their total loss. The most notable 
example is that of Deuteronomy, which' 
disappeared from the Jewish world for 
over a century. The story of its re- 
discovery by the high priest Hezekiah 
during the reign of good King Josiab 
is set forth, in the Old Testament 


Shakespeare was practically forgot- 


ten in the days when Addison wrote 
his "Account of the Greatest English 
Poets," with never a mention of the 
name of the very greatest, yet it was 


that Shakespeare 
shortly afterward 
was resuscitated. 


Fitzgerald's "Omar Khayyam" and 


Blackmore's "Lorna Dooue" dropped 
stillborn from the press and later won 
a sudden popularity by accident—Wil- 
liam S. Walsh la Era Magazine.
